4C t when an UV setting adhesive sheet is used as the first adhesive sheet 2, the adhesive 
strength thereof is degraded by the irradiation of UV rays." Therefore, Yoshihara et al.'s have regions having an adhesion less than other 
regions as claimed by Applicant. 
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
